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Translator’s Note 


A great number of Muslims are unaware of the obligation of the recitation of Surah Al-Fatihah in every type of 
prayer. Salah is our one-to-one time with Allah the Almighty and we should sincerely learn to perform it 
exactly as the leader of humanity, our beloved Messenger of Allah eae taught us. In times of strife and struggle, 


we hope that this short book may help Muslims amend their relationship with Allah. 


This short treatise is about the obligation to recite Surah Al-Fatihah behind the Imam in every Raka’ah of 
every type of Salah. The late scholar and Muhaddith Allamah Badee-ud-Deen Shah ar-Raashidee as-Sindhee 
collected 16 Ahadith, 22 Athar of Sahabah and 10 Athar from Tabi’een from 34 different books of Hadith, 
Tafsir and Figh. Insha‘Allah there should be no doubt left in the minds of the readers after seeing abundant 


evidence from Salaf-us-Saliheen. 


| have referenced every Hadith cited by the Shaykh in this book. Ahadith found in translated books have been 
referenced in English with volume, chapter, book, Hadith, and page number provided from most recent 
publications e.g., Darussalam. For untranslated works | have provided the name of the publisher, if possible, 
chapter name and Hadith number if applicable and | have sought the help of many brothers who are current 


students and/or graduates from Umm Al-Qura and the Islamic University of Madinah. 
We ask Allah to grant Shaykh high ranks in Jannah Ameen. 


Lastly, | thank Allah who guided me to translate this book and | seek His forgiveness and acceptance of this as 


a worthy deed Ameen.

Surah Al-Fatihah has great glorification of Allah in it and there isn’t another Surah in the Qur'an comparable 
to it. Because of its unique status, Allah has ordered the recitation of this Surah in every Raka’ah of every 
Salah. This obligation is also because there isn’t a more opportune and befitting time to praise Allah, other 
than the Salah. Allah has made this Surah the easiest to remember; people who have memorized no other 
part of the Qur'an have at least memorized this Surah. It will be hard to find a person who has memorized any 


other Surah of the Qur’an but not Al-Fatihah. Allah says in the Qur‘an:

So, recite what is easy from it (the Qur’an)' 


Imam Abul Abbas Ahmad bin Abu Hafs, the teacher of famous exegetist Imam Al-Qurtubi, stated that this 
verse refers to Surah Al-Fatihah because it is the easiest Surah to remember’. Also, this Surah has been called 
Al-Qur’an Al-Adheem? because it summarizes the entire subject matter of the Qur'an. | have provided the 


details on this subject in my Tafsir of this Surah? where | have listed numerous Ahadith regarding its virtue. 


This Surah is from the pillars of the Salah and without it the Salah is incomplete. Whether the Salah is 


compulsory, voluntary, funeral, audible, inaudible, congregational, individual, performed as an Imam or a 
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“ Badee ul-Tafasir (Shaykh passed away before completing his full Tafsir of the Qur'an) 


follower; Surah Fatihah must be recited in all states. In this short treatise, | have mentioned a few blessed 
Ahadith of the Prophet & regarding this subject. May Allah save Muslims from prejudice and guide them to 


act upon these Ahadith Ameen.

Daraqutni, Sunan Bayhagi, Juz Al-Qira’ah - Bukhari, Juz Al-Qira’ah - Bayhagi, Mu‘jam Al-Tabrani, Sharh 
Sunnah Al-Baghwi and other books. 


Imam Bukhari called this Hadith Mutawatir in alex uals bl all, Recitation behind the Imam (a book he 
compiled, dedicated to this subject). The Hadith is very clear in its meaning that no prayer is valid without the 


recitation of Fatihah in it. Imam Bukhari collected this Hadith under the Chapter heading:

Hadith No. 2, Narration of Abu Hurairah"’: 


Narrated Abu Huraira, Allah’s Messenger & said: If 
anyone observes prayer in which he does not recite 
Umm al-Qur'an, it is deficient [he said this three 
times] and not complete. It was said to Abu Huraira: 
At times we are behind the Imam. He said: Recite it 
inwardly, for he had heard the Messenger of Allah 
#8 declare that Allah the Exalted had said: | have 
divided the prayer into two halves between Me and 
My servant, and My servant will receive what he 
asks. When the servant says: Praise be to Allah, the 
Lord of the universe, Allah the Most High says: My 
servant has praised Me. And when he (the servant) 
says: The Most Compassionate, the Merciful, Allah 
the Most High says: My servant has lauded Me. And 
when he (the servant) says: Master of the Day of 
judgment, He remarks: My servant has glorified Me. 
and sometimes He would say: My servant entrusted 
(his affairs) to Me. And when he (the worshipper) 
says: Thee do we worship and of Thee do we ask 
help, He (Allah) says: This is between Me and My 
servant, and My servant will receive what he asks 
for. Then, when he (the worshipper) says: Guide us 
to the straight path, the path of those to whom 
Thou hast been Gracious not of those who have 
incurred Thy displeasure, nor of those who have 
gone astray, He (Allah) says: This is for My servant, 


and My servant will receive what he asks for.'” 
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This Hadith has also been recorded in Muwatta of Imam Maalik'?, Sunan Nasa‘i"*, Sunan Abu Dawood", 


Jami* Tirmidhi'®, Sunan Daraqutni”, Juz Al-Qira’ah — Bayhagqi'® and other books. 
Following are a few notable points in this Hadith: 


1. Salah is incomplete without Surah Al-Fatihah and we have been ordered to offer complete prayers, 
so, how can incomplete prayers be accepted by Allah? 

2. Salah without Fatihah has been called lace which means an unborn calf aborted by a she-camel 
(gl! gas ils cis 13) 48Ld!). This is how prayer without Fatihah has been described by the 
Prophet &, then how can it be accepted? Hafidh ibn Abdul Bar stated: 
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In this Hadith narrated by Abu Hurairah we understand a Figh (Islamic jurisprudence) issue regarding 
the obligation of reciting Fatihah in every prayer and that any prayer in which Fatihah is not recited is 
not complete, irrespective of how much of the Qur'an other than Fatihah is recited in a prayer. And 
akesl is the loss and corruption, like the statement “The she camel aborted” which is referred to 
when she aborts incomplete calf before its due time. The understanding of those people is incorrect 
and corrupt who think that the prayer is valid even if it incomplete. If a person leaves the prayer 
before completing it, it is mandatory for him repeat the prayer. So, the one who insist that the prayer 
is valid without the recitation of the Fatihah, should produce a proof and there is no way around it 


and Allah knows best. 
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3. The words “SYGa pes 6 “in the hadith mean: Whosoever prayed and whichever prayer is offered, 
and in another narration, “ANOS ised ola al, led ee y ye 2K Hl. meaning “Every” prayer in which 
Surah Fatihah is not recited is deficient and invalid. Therefore, the general ruling for everyone is that 
every Salah is invalid without Surah Fatihah, whether offered as an Imam, a follower, alone, aloud, or 
silent. A prayer offered without it will be incomplete and we have been ordered to offer complete 
prayer. 

4. This (obligation to recite Surah Fatihah behind Imam) was also the understating of the narrator of 
this Hadith meaning Abu Huraira may Allah be please with him. When he was asked about reciting 
behind the imam, his answer was to recite inwardly, which proves that the recitation is compulsory 
for everyone. The narrator better understands the meaning of the Hadith. Also, Abu Huraira narrated 
another Hadith as an evidence of his understanding, in which Surah Fatihah is referred to as the 
entire Salah by dividing it in two parts, which further emphasises the point of our discussion. 

5. Finally in the light of this Hadith, can those who say that the follower does not need to recite Al- 
Fatihah behind the imam, explain what will be divided between Allah and the follower ((cuide)? 


Rather the person will be deprived of beseeching Allah and His response.

This Hadith has been collected by Imam Tirmidhi as well who declared it Sahih22: Also, Imam Khattabi in his 
explanation of the Sunan Abu Dawood said, “This Hadith provides a clear proof that the recitation behind the 
Imam is compulsory whether the prayer is offered aloud or silently and the chain of narrators of this Hadith is 


strong and free from any weakness” 


Hafidh ibn Hajr declared all narrators trustworthy in this Hadith2* He also, mentions that Abu Dawood, 


Tirmidhi, Daraqutni, Ibn Hibban, Hakim and Bayhagi, all these Imams considered this hadith Sahih?>: 


A Great Hanafi Scholar Abdul-Hai Lakhnawi said that this authentic and strong hadith of Sahabi Ubadah bin

As-Saamit, proves that the Prophet # used to order Sahabah to recite this Surah behind him”° 


One of the narrators of this Hadith is Muhammad bin Ishaq, who has been criticized (mistakenly). The fact is 
that he is trustworthy and Hanafi scholars (critics) have themselves declared him trustworthy. Imam ibn 


Hammam, a famous Hanafi scholar stated, “Muhammad bin Ishaq is trustworthy narrator, neither we nor 
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erudite scholars of Hadith have any doubt about it?””. This was the opinion held by Abdul-Hai Lakhnawi and 
other Hanafi scholars the likes of Salamullah Hanafi, who declared ibn Ishaq trustworthy in is explanation of 


Muwatta of Imam Maalik. 


In short, this Hadith is authentic and clear in its meaning that the followers standing behind the imam must 
recite Surah Al-Fatihah because the Prophet # specifically mentioned that the prayer will be invalid without 
it. Also, it was Fajr prayer in which recitation is done aloud. We also note from this Hadith that we are not 


allowed to recite anything other that Surah Al-Fatihah. 


After reading this Hadith no Muslim would abandon the recitation of Surah Al-Fatihah in every prayer.

The Prophet #8 ordered me (Abu Hurairah) to announce in Madinah that no Salah will be accepted without 


recitation, even if its only Surah Fatihah. 
So, these narrations prove that the recitation of Surah Fatihah is mandatory, and the prayer is invalid without 
it. The public announcement in Madinah was for those people who prayed behind the Messenger of Allah 23. 


He did not order them to “Not” recite Surah Fatihah behind him, but to the contrary.

The name of this young man was Salim. He was an Ansari Sahabi and used to offer prayers behind Muadh ibn 
Jabal. This day he came to the Prophet #8 to complain about Muadh ibn Jabal regarding his long prayers. 
This Hadith also proves that the followers behind the Imam used to recite Fatihah. The Messenger of Allah #8 


did not forbid him from doing so, rather confirmed it by showing his agreement with Muadh ibn Jabal.

Here Kaye Ge us di (lit: is there recitation in every prayer?) refers to Surah Al-Fatihah, as evident from 
plenty of Ahadith. This Hadith shows that mere standing behind the Imam (silently) invalidates the prayer. A 


prayer without the recitation of Surah Fatihah is useless and invalid.

Like a sunny day, it is clear from the above sixteen Ahadith that the Surah Al-Fatihah is mandatory to recite in 
every Raka’ah of every prayer. The prayer of a person will not be accepted if he/she does not recite it behind 
the Imam. After seeing so many Ahadith from the Messenger of Allah #8, no Muslims should have left any 
doubt regarding its obligation. 
Now we proceed with the statements of the righteous companions of the Prophet 8 which have been taken 
from Juz Al-Qira’ah by Imam Bukhari, Juz Al-Qira’ah by Imam Bayhagi, Sunan Daraqutni and Sunan Kubra by 
Imam Bayhaqi.

Saeed bin Jubair was among the senior Tabi’een. He met several Sahabah and peers of their generation, as 
noted by Abdul Hai Lakhnawi® and ibn Hajr?”. The above narration shows us the way of the Salaf and that 
they all used to recite Al-Fatihah behind the imam and that the Imam would remain silent after the Takbir 
(before beginning the recitation aloud) so that the people could recite Fatihah with ease. Even in his time, he 
(Saeed bin Jubair) was pointing out to a newly invented matter of not taking a break (of silence) after Takbir 


to allow people to recite Al-Fatihah.

After reading so many Ahadith and Athaar of pious predecessors, no Muslim should have any doubt left 


regarding this issue. Despite the overwhelming proof some people, however, argue against it according to 


their beliefs. We will now analyse such opinions and reveal their reality.

Reality of Arguments of the Opponents 


Foremost argument presented against the recitation behind Imam is following verse from Surah Al A’raaf: 
gad j5 SLA lgivail 5 AI lgaoiiols GTA 6,5 1515 
So, when the Qur'an is recited, then listen to it and pay attention that you may receive mercy”. 
But this verse has no relation to this subject because Quran was revealed upon the Prophet #8, who 
understood Quran more than anyone and taught Quran to people with His actions and speech. He #8 
ordered to recite Fatihah behind Imam, otherwise prayer will be invalid. If Allah had forbidden to recite 
Fatihah behind Imam in the Quran, then the Messenger of Allah would have never ordered to recite it. He a 
never ordered anything against Quran. He & is the one who taught the correct way to implement the Quran, 
therefore it is weakness of Imaan to think that this Ayah and Sahih Ahadith are in contradiction. All matters 


should be understood by Muslims in the light of Quran and Sunnah together. Umar bin Khattab said 


“Surely people will come and argue with you with the verses of the Quran and create doubts". So, you take 


account of them with Sunnah. Surely the people of Sunnah know the Book of Allah the most!0”, 


The subject of the Ayah in and of itself tells us that this verse has nothing to do with the issue at hand. Qur'an 


provides the full context:

This [Qur'an] is enlightenment from your Lord 

and guidance and mercy for a people who believe." So when the Qur'an is recited, then listen to it and 


pay attention that you may receive mercy'”’. 


Reading this glorious verse of the Qur'an it becomes apparent that it was revealed as an answer to the 


disbelievers and the Prophet #8 was ordered to tell them that the Qur'an is from Allah, which is a guide and

would read revelation to them as mentioned in another place in the Qur'an:

And those who disbelieve say, "Do not listen to this Qur'an and speak noisily during [the recitation of] it that 


perhaps you will overcome.''™" 


Imam Al-Razi discussed this subject in great length in his Tafsir of the Quran and in summary he said that 
these three verses of the Qur’an are clear in their meaning and reason for the revelation. So, they should not 


be used as evidence for not reciting Fatihah behind the Imam"". 


There are a few more evidences provided by the proponents of silence behind the Imam, however either 
those Ahadith are inauthentic or merely unrelated as a great Hanafi Scholar Abdul-Hai Lakhnawi said in his 
explanation of Muwatta of Imam Muhammad, “Forbiddance of the recitation of Fatihah behind the Imam is 
neither proven from a single Sahih or Marfu Hadith and the narrations that are quoted in the favour of it are 
either baseless or inauthentic."'>” 

Imam Abdullah ibn Mubarak said,” | recite behind the Imam and except one group of Muslims in Kufa, 


everyone else does'"*.” 
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Opinions of Hanafi Ulama 


After seeing an abundance of evidence many exemplary Hanafi scholars became convinced regarding the 


obligation of the recitation of Fatihah behind the Imam. 


1. 


Famous scholar and Mujtahid of the Hanafi Madhhab, Sheikh Abdul-Raheem also known as Sheikh 
At-Taslim was convinced about the obligation of the recitation of Fatihah behind the Imam. He 
would do it himself and advise others to do so. He said,” | would prefer embers of fire thrown in my 
mouth on the day of judgement instead of being told that my Prayer will not be accepted."'”” 

He was referring to a fabricated Hadith concocted by some misguided people which states that 
“Whoever will recite Fatihah behind the Imam, embers of fire will be thrown in their mouths on the 
day of judgement.” 

Shah Waliullah said about his father Shah Abdul-Rahim that he used to recite Fatihah behind the 
Imam""® 

Sheikh Nizam-ud-Din Muhammad bin Ahmad Hidyanawi, considered recitation behind the imam 
valid, he used to recite it slowly himself and would teach others to do so. Some of his companions 
told him about the same fabricated Hadith (embers of fire) and he had a similar answer'"’. He also 
cited a Fiqh principle i.e., “Precaution takes precedence over disagreement”. Meaning at least one 
should recite Fatihah behind the Imam as a precautionary measure. 

Sheikh Abdus-Samad Peshawari Hanafi published articles on regular basis which were printed under 
the name “ale®| Wals aeilall bel,a) ale! adlel”. In these articles he argued and proved that it is 
mandatory to recite Fatihah behind the Imam and there is no proof regarding its forbiddance. He 
also stated that after doing an intensive research he concluded that not only there is not a single 
authentic Hadith regarding forbiddance of the recitation of Fatihah, rather there is not in existence a 
single statement attributable to a Sahabi. Contrary to that, there are about thirty Ahadith regarding its 
obligation and numerous statements provable from Sahabah, Tabi’een (second generation) and 
Taba’a Tabi’een (third generation). 

Sheikh Ahmad Fayyaz Ameethwi, used to recite himself and would criticize those with an apposing 
view!"®, 

Mirza Mazhar Janjan considered Fatihah behind the imam a strong opinion". 


Sheikh Abdul-Baqi Naqshbandi Dehlawi always recited Fatihah behind the Imam"””. 
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8. Many Hanafi and Sufi Mashaikh considered the recitation of Fatihah valid behind the Imam. This was 
the opinion held by Imam Muhammad as well. Sheikh Abdul-Hai Lakhnawi quoted from Imam 
Shar’ani that there are dual opinions attributed to Imam Abu Hanifa and his student Imam 
Muhammad™': 

a. Recitation of Fatihah behind the Imam is neither Obligatory nor Supererogatory. This is their 
old opinion which was collected by Imam Muhammad in his books. These books reached far 
and wide. 

b. Second opinion is to take the safer route and recite Surah Al-Fatihah, and it is not disliked. 
This is because it is evident from the Ahadith that the Messenger of Allah #8 told (the 
followers) not to recite anything except Surah Al-Fatihah and in another narration he told 
Sahabah to not recite anything except Al-Fatihah in a prayer in which recitation is done 
loudly. Ata bin Abi-Rabah said that the Sahabah used to recite Al-Fatihah in both silent and 


loud prayers and that this was the last opinion held by Imam Abu Hanifa. 


To conclude every Muslim should take an account of his Prayers and after seeing so much evidence must 
recite Surah Fatihah in every Prayer and not let lay waste to them.
